*i*l* in digging the hole* broad and 
and then refilling each holt with the surface 
soil, to that ilia tree, when placed upon ll, 
will aland no deeper than it originally 
stood i i i the nursery ; and while (Klieg in, 
plac# the root* a* nearly in their former 
position a* possible, and secure thorn no, 
by placing the aoli around and between 
them with the hand. 
Hold the tree in th# 
poeition i i i which you desire it to stand, 
with out hand, and wlnth lim other gently 
jar it, so that tim earth may settle cloeoiy 
among its root* ; tin» should bn done two 
or three timea while filling in.

bolo rn entirely filled, pre** the earth over 
the entire roots with your foot, but don't
